Beginning next Monday evening the 


Hebrews of Fort Wayne celebrate the 
feast of the Passover. 
This occasion is 


dear to the people who are noted for 
their thrift, famed as kings in commerce, 
in finance and governmental affairs. The 
Passover lasts eight days, the first and 
last two days being considered full holi- 
days, equal to the Sabbath and called in 
Hebrew 
Yomfouvim, 
which means 


"good days./' The celebration of the 
commencement services consists of ill- 
vino services in Acduth Vesholem syna- 
gogue, after which the family and their 
friends unite in the reading of the Baga- 
dah, the narrative of the Hebrew's trials 
in and final liberation from Egyptian 
bondage. At the meal eaten previous 
to the readings mntznt are eaten, a 
kind of flat cake baked from a fresh 
dough of bread and water, no salt be- 
ing used nor time allowed for it* ris- 
ing. This bread is commemorative of 
that eaten by the ancient Hebrew* who 
were ordered away from Egypt in such 


hurry by the terror-stzicken Pharaoh, 


that they hod no time to properly bake 
their bread, bnt were compelled to pre- 
pare it a* just stated. The evening ser- 
vice generally ends with a comic poem, 
Hat Qhadu, Delating how a lamb was 
slain by a cat, that was in turn devoured 
by a dog, who was beaten by a, billet of 
wood. 
The wood became the victim of 


fire, which was extinguished by water, 
only to serve as drink to an ox. Out was 
slaughtered by a butcher. The angel of 
Death finally makes away with the 
butcher, thus arriving at the result that 
every offense is punished in some way by 
God and illustrating the Almighty's 
power. This, with a morning service on 
the ensuing day, generally dotes the 
ceremonies.
